The
commttee shall neet with stakehol ders as it deens necessary, but shal
convene at | east one neeting of all stakeholders within two nonths of
comencing the study.

(b) The departnent shall plainly mark the I|ocations where the
automated traffic safety caneras are used by placing signs on | ocations
that clearly indicate to a driver that he or she is entering a roadway
construction zone where traffic laws are enforced by an autonated
traffic safety canera;

(c) Notices of infractions nust be mailed to the regi stered owner
of a vehicle within fourteen days of the infraction occurring;

(d) The owner of the vehicle is not responsible for the violation
if the owner of the vehicle, wthin fourteen days of receiving
notification of the violation, mails to the patrol, a declaration under
penalty of perjury, stating that the vehicle involved was, at the tine,
stolen or in the care, custody, or control of sone person other than
the regi stered owner, or any other extenuating circunstances;

(e) For purposes of the 2013-2015 fiscal biennium pilot program
infractions detected through the use of automated traffic safety
caneras are not part of the registered owner's driving record under RCW
46.52. 101 and 46.52.120. Additionally, infractions generated by the
use of automated traffic safety caneras nust be processed in the sane
manner as parking infractions for the purposes of RCW 3.50.100,
